Union  and  management  officials 
have  both  endorsed  the  new  fwo- 
posal  but  it  is  now  up  to  the  mem- 
bership. If  approved,  buses  would 
start  rolling  by  the  weekend. 


Construction  got  underway  Mon- 
day on  a 4,080  seat  addition  to  the 
Brigham  Young  University  football 
stadium. 

WORK  ON  the  addition,  which 
will  bring  stadium  seating  capacity 
to  more  than  32,000,  was  halted  for 
more  than  three  weeks  because  of 
a strike  by  members  of  an  area 
Ironworkers  union. 

The  strike  was  settled  over  the 
weekend  as  Utah  Associated  Gen- 
eral Contractors  and  members  of 
the  Bridge,  Structural  and  Orna- 
mental Ironworkers  Union  agreed 
to  a pay  increase.  The  increase 
would  bring  salaries  to  more  than 
$4.50  per  hour. 

BYU  PHYSICAL  Plant  Director 
Sam  Brewster  said  earlier  if  con- 
struction was  halted  for  any  great 
length  of  time,  addition  would  not 
be  complete  for  opening  of  the  fall 
football  schedule.  Brewster  was  not 
available  for  comment  Tuesday. 

However,  it  is  expected  that  con- 
struction will  be  pushed  at  a rapid-

There  are  times  when  one  wonders  at  the  need  for  the

An''S^\MPLE  in  point  might  be  the  change  in  regis- 
tration proceedure.  One  picks  up  a drop  card  and  then  pro- 
ceeds to  gain  the  signatures  of  all  of  the  teachere  involved 
—or  more  properly  of  their  secretaries  since  the  teacher 
is  often  impossible  to  locate.  The  card  is  then  returned  to 
be  signed  by  an  advisor  and  then  rubber  stamped  by  the 
Dean’s  secretary— rubber  stamped  mind  you,  not  even

WE  CAN  BE  SURE  that  bookkeeping  proceedures  and 
administrative  tasks  would  be  given  as  reasons  for  the 
practices,  but  more  likely  the  basic  reason  is  negative;  It 
discourages  students  from  changing  their  schedules! 

The  fact  that  so  many  brave  the  ordeal  dispite  the  runa- 
round must  indicate  one  thing:  Students  are  forced  to  take 
classes  at  registration  which  they  don’t  really  want. 

THE  CUSTOMARY  ANSWER  is  to  throw  one  s hands  up 
in  the  air  and  exclaim  “What  can  we  do?  We’re  doing  every- 
thing possible  now.”  Perhaps  what  has  been  overlooked  is 
that  the  proceedure  today  is  basically  the  same  as  it  was 
ten  years  ago.  While  technology  has  developed  easier  ways 
to  do  just  about  everything,  registration  has  been  at  a 
standstill.  , . ... 

With  computers  bearing  more  and  more  of  the  adnnni- 
strative  load  in  many  areas  it  seems  to  offer  a vast  horizon 
to  registration  proceedures.  Completely  computerized  regis- 
tration has  been  adopted  very  successfully  by  some  of  the 
nation’s  larger  universities.  Existing  programs  have  been 
investigated  by  others  and  discarded.  However,  since  each 
situation  is  unique,  unique  programs  must  be  developed  for

THERE’D  BE  PROBLEMS  to  bo  suro,  many  of  which 
most  of  us  don't  begin  to  comprohond.  Nevortholoss  thoro 
would  S00m  to  bo  moiit  in  a computorizod  systom  in  which 
students  would  indicate  those  classes  in  which  they  wished 
to  participate  the  following  semester  and  then  to  develop 
the  class  schedules  to  fit  those  needs. 

A selection  factor  could  be  included  to  indicate  desired  SURPRISE  FOR  SNOOPY 
teachers  where  possible  (which  would  offer  the  added  ad- 
vantage in  ease  of  room  scheduling  and  in  selecting  classes 
for  teaching  by  television).  Obviously  there  would  be  some 
classes  with  a limiting  factor  due  to  physical  properties — 
there  are  a limited  number  of  microscopes  in  the  biology 
labs,  for  example.  For  classes  of  this  nature  it  might  be  in- 
dicated that  students  needing  these  courses  for  majors  or 
minors  would  be  given  preference  and  one  of  the  students 
listed  alternates  might  be  selected  to  replace  it. 

JUST  AS  OBVIOUSLY,  the  development  of  the  system 
would  be  complex  and  involve  a great  deal  of  labor.  In  all 
probability,  however,  the'  work  load  involved  by  a new 
system,  once  it  became  operational,  would  not  be  greatly 
increased  over  that  of  the  present  system. 

And  perhaps  no  system  offers  all  of  the  answers,  but  any 
one  which  would  solve  major  difficulties  for  the  students 
(and  after  all  they  are  the  ones  for  whom  the  greatest  con- 
cern should  be  given)  deserves  adequate  investigation.  If 
tuition  costs  were  slightly  increased  there  should  be  no 
great  objection  if  the  students  actually  got  a greater  service 
for  that  increase.  — Stan  Hodge

Brannan  Treasure  Map  Donated 


“I  am  the  only  man  that  has 
been  there  and  knows  the  key  to 
the  map  and  the  secret  of  the 
mountain.” 

SO  SCRIBBLED  SAMUEL 
BRANNAN,  noted  California  pio- 
neer, on  a treasure  map  which  he 
sent  to  Col.  Jesse  C.  Little  in 
Morgan  County,  Utah,  in  1881. 

This  map,  some  documents,  and 
several  hundred  letters  penned 
by  Sam  Brannan  to  Col.  Little, 
early  Utah  pioneer,  from  1880  to 
1888  have  been  deposited  in  the 
Brigham  Young  University  Li- 
brary by  Mrs.  Franklin  Walton 
of  Centerville.  Mrs.  Walton, 
granddaughter  of  Col.  Little,  re- 
ceived these  valuable  historical 
materials  from  her  father. 

THE  LETTERS  RELATE  a 
little-known  period  about  Bran- 
nan’s  life  after  he  left  Northern 


California  for  Mexico,  where  he 
was  to  receive  a tract  of  land  in 
payment  of  a debt  owed  him  by 
the  Mexican  government. 

DONALD  K.  NELSON,  ACT- 
ING  DIRECTOR  of  Brigham 
Young  University  Libraries,  said 
that  the  library  is  fortunate  in 
being  named  the  depository  for 
these  valuable  historical  letters. 

BRANNAN,  AND  LITTLE,  who 
succeeded  Brannan  as  president 
of  the  Eastern  States  Mission,  be- 
came well  acquainted  when  to- 
gether they  solicited  funds  to 
finance  the  ship  “Brooklyn”  and 
its  Mormon  cargo  on  a sbe-month 
journey  in  1846  from  New  York 
around  Cape  Horn  to  California. 
Later,  Little  was  to  gain  acclaim 
as  a Mormon  pioneer  and  Bran- 
nan was  to  gain  riches  in  San 
Francisco.
